THE first selective service 
draft law of the World war was 
passed May 18, 1917. It applied to 
men of the ages of twenty-one 
thirty, inclusive, and was later 
amended to provide for two supple- 
mentary drafts (June 5. 1918, and 
August 24, 1918) In addition to the 
original draft of June 8, 1917. By a 
still later enactment In August, 1918, 
the Indianapolis News, the 
draft ages were extended to include 
eighteen to forty-five years, and the 
first registration thereunder, held 
on September 12, 1918, produced 
about 13,000,000 registrants. 
The first registration, June 8, i 

1917, brought out nearly 10,000,0011' 
young men, the second, on June 8, 

1918, brought 744,865, nnd the third, 
August 24, 1918, 157,963-a total of 
nearly 24,000,000 Americans of mili- 
tary age. 

The administration of the law was 
In the hands of the War department, 
under the supervision of the Pres- 
ident, and with the assistance of 
local draft boards, with appeal 
boards for each congressional dis- 
trict. 

The President Issued his first In- 
structions to the exemption boards 
July 2, 1917, and the first men draft- 
ed were called to service September 
8, 1917. The order In which the reg- 
istrants were to be called to deter- 
mine their availability for military 
service was settled by a drawing of 
numbers at Washington, In the sen- 
ate office building, on July 20, 
Quotas were apportioned to each of

There were rumors among critics 
of the bureau that Floyd fell on his 
knees and begged (or mercy as 



It has been reported Floyd re- 
peatedly offeree) to surrender be- 
fore G-men caught up with him, 
but that J. Edgar Hoover rejected 
the offers and ordered his men to 
"kill Floyd on sight" 

There Is no doubt there was con- 




cut four more notches on his 
'lucky piece" fob and watch; and 
who killed, kidnaped and plun- 
dered his way to the top of the 
list of public enemies. 

The record of Floyd's crimes pro- 
vides a gory chapter In the books 
of the federal bureau of investige- 
tlon. Finis was written to that 
story when a squad of F. B. I. 
agents and police shot Floyd fatally 
In an Ohio corn field on the after- 
noon of October 22, 1931 

The true details of that shooting 
and the events immediately preced- 
ing it have been unfolded to me 
by the F. B. I, so that the public 
may judge whether Floyd's death 
was "justified." 

Hoover's men began their hunt 
for "Pretty Boy" after the ambush- 
ing of fous officers and their pris- 
oner, Frank Nash, early on the 
morning of June IT, 193S, as they 
arrived in Kansas City, Mo., from 
Hot Springs, Ark., where they had 
captured Nash. 

When the officers started to get 
Into waiting automobiles in front 
of the station, three men opened 
fire with machine guns, killing Spe- 
cial Agent Raymond Caffrey, Chief 
of Police Otto Reed of McAlester, 
Okla., and Detectives Hermanson 
and Grooms of the Kansas City 
police. Nash was killed also, In 
the cross-fire. 

Eyewitnesses picked a photograph 
of Floyd as that of one of the 
killers. It was learned, moreover, 
that Floyd and his pal, Adam Rlch- 
ettl, had driven Into Kansas City 
the previous night In the car of a 
salesman whom they had kidnaped, 
after abandoning a stolen car In 
which they had kidnaped the Sheriff 
of Bolivar, Mo. 

Co-operation of police In various 
parts of the country was enlisted 
In the hunt for Floyd and Richettl. 

Months passed. Floyd was re- 
ported In nearly all parU of the 
country — often at the same time. 
All tips and leads, however minor, 
were run down by the tireless 

Here are the facts on Floyd's 
offers to surrender. 

An emissary of Floyd relayed to 
Hoover what he claimed was a 
message from the fugitive, the emis- 
sary explained he did not know 
where Floyd was, but that "Pretty 
Boy" was willing to "consider" giv- 
ing himself up it the government 
would promise not to send him to 
the electric chair. 

Hoover sent word back to Floyd 
that such a proposition was out of 
on, that ha and his men 



later, pay the full penalty of the 
law for the merciless massacre at 
Kansas City. 

Hoover ordered his men to In- 
tensify their hunt for Floyd and 
Richettl, but it can be said definite- 
ly that at no time were "shoot on 
sight" or "shoot to kill" orders is- 
sued to G-men by Hoover. 

During this time, Floyd and 
Richettl, with two girls who had 



hiding out In a respectable apart- 
ment house In Buffalo, N. Y. The 
men seldom ventured out of the 
apartment Neighbors afterward 
said they often heard someone walk- 
ing up and down the floor at night, 
as though pacing restlessly. 

After staying In Buffalo more 
than a year, the pair grew increas-

A brief gun battle ensued, with 
Richettl and Floyd running down 
a hill.

Still believing his captive was 
tramp, the officer took Richettl to 
the police station, where he gave 
a fictitious name and identified 
Floyd as "Joe Warren," of Toledo. 

Sheriff Long, of SteubenvlUe, who 
bad become familiar with Richetti's 
appearance through photographs 
supplied by the G-Men, dropped in 
the WeUsville poUce station on an- 
other matter while Richettl was be- 
ing questioned. He recognized him 



his identity, 
then identified Richetti's companion 
as Floyd. 

Sheriff Long notified the Cincin- 
nati office of the F. B. I. and the 
federal forces promptly 
action. Inspector Samuel P. Cowley 
was in the vtcin 
with the StoU kidnaping Investiga- 
tion. Special agents proceeded to 
the East Liverpool airport by plane, 
where Sheriff Long met them. East 
Liverpool police were enlisted in 
the manhunt. Woods were searched 
and roads blocked. 

Learning that a man answering 
Floyd's description had asked for 
lunch at a farmhouse near East 
Liverpool, the F. B. I. agenU and 
East Liverpool officers proceeded 
to the farm. About 4 p. m. Mon- 
day, October 22, 1034, ss this squad 
was making a systematic search 
of 'farms In that vicinity, Floyd 
was seen in an automobile which 
a farmer was starting to drive from 
behind a corn crib, on the farm of 
Mrs. Ellen Conkle. He had asked 
to be driven to Youngstown. 

When Floyd spied the officers he 
ordered the farmer to back the 
car up behind the crib. Floyd 
Jumped from the car ss it bscked 
up, dsshed past an outbuilding, 
across an open field and over a 
ridge toward nearby woods. 

The agents and police pursued 
him and commanded him to sur- 
render.

Terms and ConditionsGoveming the Extension , 
of Rural Electric Lines In the Territory Served 
By the Louisville Gas and Electric Company 



Electric distribution lines are being extended in rural districts within 
the territory served by this company where residents provide right-of-ways and guarantee 
the company a monthly minimum revenue of $15 00 per mile of extension including side 
lines for a period of five years. For example, if five customers can be served from one mile 
of line the company will build a line at its own expense if each of the five customers will 
agree to pay the company not less than $3.00 per m ontb*fo r service during the five years 
flowing the completion of the lines. 




In some instances customers may be 9 
for service will be greater than those of their neighbors. If so, they may mutually agree 
to distribute the monthly guarantee according to their needs and ability to pay, but In 
no case will the company accept an individual monthly guarantee in excess of $7.50. 

The minimum revenue guarantee should not be confused with a 
service charge, for when a customer contracts to pay the company a minimum of. say, 
$3.00 per month, this means that he agrees to consume at least that amount of current 
each month at the company's regular rates. * 

Considerable time can be saved and negotiations greatly simplified 
if those desiring service will estimate the distance between the end of one of our existing 
lines and the homes to be served, Including the side lines, and obtain some idea from the 
parties desiring service as to the amount of revenue they will guarantee Individually before 
making application to the company for a line extension. 

For distances less than one mile the guaranteed monthly minimum 
revenue may be computed at the rate of 28.4 cents per 100 feet. For example, a line will 
be extended 1,000 feet for a customer who will guarantee a monthly revenue of $2.84.
